THE Lawrence Memorial Association was organized in 1893 
by the close friends of Rev. E. A. Lawrence, who was a 
pioneer in social work in Baltimore. 

The object of this association, according to its constitution, is to 
maintain a social settlement in Southwest Baltimore. 

The meetings are held once a year, at which time the officers and 
Board of Directors are elected. The Board of Directors has charge 
of maintaining the settlement at Lawrence House, 814-816 West 
Lombard Street. 

The residents and a staff of 40 volunteer workers carry on the 
activities of the settlement. There are eight residents, half of whom 
pay board and give their time or part of it to the work. The rest 
form a paid staff.

deep lot with a gymnasium in the rear of 816. We are anxious to 
double the size of the gymnasium by extending it through the yard 
of 814. This enlargement will cost about S2000. 



The house is plainly 
but attractively furnished. Steam heat just installed makes the 
house comfortable. We hope, as soon as we gee the money, to con- 
ne« the boiler with the system of plumbing so that we may have hot 
water in the shower baths of the gymnasium and bach rooms. 



As sot 
the children leave us for the public schools they are formed ii 
class meeting once a week for games and manual work. 



Sewing. The girls of lo or I2 years of age choose a sewing class, 
of which there are many groups. One class of twelve girls has met 
with the same teacher for three vears.

All the sewing classes and basket classes are taught by volunteer 
workers who come to us once a week. 



I^hair caning is very popular with the older school boys. They 
le their own chairs or do those of their neighbors for 50 cents each. 



Cooking classes appeal to the older school girls. We have also 
cookery for working ^rls and mothers. The kitchen for the cooking 
classes is especially equipped with individual stoves and utensils. 



This cooking class for boys is the best attended in the house. I 
trained teacher of domestic science is in charge of all the work ii 
cookeiy. 



The Garrett Athletic Club in the gymnasium. These young men 
are good parliamentarians as well as good basketball players. They 
conduct their business meetings with spirit and often arrange excel- 
lent debates among their members The house offers also gymnastic 
classes for school boys and girls, and one evening class for older girls. 
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A Christmas party. All our people, little and big, were enter- 
tained at Christmas with a good time and simple refreshments. 
Seven hundred people shared our hospitality during the holiday 
week. This number represents fairly well our constituency at the 
present moment. 
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
